••i. aid and rp recently held discussions preparatory to 
Formal planning sessions for the paris consortium, a

2. rp believes that walzer's idea to loan gop funds out 
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OF OUR RUPEE DONATION FOR 1983 IS NOT WORKABLE. WE 
CANNOT LEGALLY AUTHORIZE AN ADVANCE OF MONEY TO AN 
ORGANIZATION WHEN NO FORMAL CONTRACT HAS BEEN SIGNED. 
IT IS ALSO NOT POSSIBLE TO AUTHORIZE USE OF MONEY WHICH 
HAS BEEN OSLIGATED IN ONE FISCAL YEAR FOR A PROJECT TO 
ACTUALLY BEGIN THE NEXT FISCAL YEAR. MOREOVER THE 
COMPLICATIONS OF ARRANGING SUCH A PASSTHROUGH AND 
PAYBACK ARRANGEMENT WOULD BE ADMINISTRATIVELY COMPLEX 
AND WOULD SET AN UNDESIRABLE PRECEDENT. FINALLY WE FEEL 
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sure that omb ano congress would be reluctant to go 
along with such a scheme-. 

3. 3p has serious reservations 4b0ut becoming involved 
in what are basically development schemes. for the same 
reasons that the unhcr does not feel qualified to 
actively participate in the implementation of the 
program. rp ooes not believe its mandate would permit 
financial support of this type of program.
